Fed. the 27th is a Rhapfody of this Kind, and I defy any 
Nan alive to make Head or Tail of it. He promifes us 
a \ifcour.e on the Importance of firiG and impartial Fu

But I cannot agree with Him, that oppofing Partiess 
which he calls Fafions, are always moff zealous and in- 
defatigable ; or, if They really were fo, I think it de- 
monftrable that They are much more unlikely, confider- 
ing our prefent Circumftances, to obtain fuch a Power 
over E/eGions, either within or without Doors, than con- 
forming Parties. The Perfons, who form an Oppofition 
to Men in Power, are very properly compared to a Rope 
of Sand, having no other Cement to bind Them together 
than a general Conviction that They are purfuing the 
Good of the Publick, anda perfonal Concurrence with 
_ ¢ach other in every Point, that comes under Confiderati- 
on; They own no Leader; They obey no Commands ; 
_ but every one thinks He hath a Right to follow his own 
Judgment or Humour, as He certainly hath, and fome- 
times exerts it to the manifeft Detriment of the who/e 
Party. Whereas Men in Power have the Means of at- 
taching People to Them, without any perfonal Regard for 
_ Them, or any good Opinion of the Caufe, in which They 
are prevail’d on to engage, and afterwards of obliging 
Them to act, right of wrong, in purfuit of thofe Engage- 
ments. Nay, Ihey have not only the Power of doing 
This, and actually feducing fome of the leaft firm from the 
Country Side, but likewife of rendering others fufpected, 
and fowing Jealoufies amongft Them, by falfe Reports, 
_ rais'd and propagated with great Induftry for that very

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Now, here lies the Fallacy of Mr. Walfingham’s whole 
Reafoning. He feems to be terribly afraid that our Con.

He was introduced by the Lords 
Hinton and Albemarle, the Lords of the Bedchamber then 
in waiting, and was moft gracioufly received: But as we 
hear that by this Scheme ay the Taxes fubfifting at prefent 
are to be laid afide, and the Publick thereby eafed of the 
great Load of Oihcers now employed in collecting our 
Taxes, we are afraid that if the Scheme were otherwile 
practicable, it will for this Rea/fon be difapproved of by 
thofe able Politicians who have lately found out, that Pofs 
and Places at the Arbitrary Di/pofa/ of the Crown are aé- 
folutely neceffary for the Publick Good of this Nation and 
the Support of our Government.

“< to ask what Laws haye been broken? What avafons 
<< gn the Conffitution have been made? Becaufe, as no- 
«< thing of this Sort will be done, when there are no De- 
<< figns dangerous to the Conftitution carried on ; fo when 
<< there are fuch Defigns, whatever is done of this Sort 
«< will be private, indirect, and focovered, that the great- 


«¢ eft moral Certainty may be deftitute of Proof. When- 


<< ever any of thefe Things are done publickly, directly, 
<< and in a Manner to be eafily proved, the Danger will 
«© be o er, the Conftitution will be deftroyed, and all 
«c Fear for it, and Concern about it, will be impertinent, 
«¢ becaufe they will come too late. 

Pofitions of fo extraordinary a Nature and Tendency, 
I confefs, a little alarmed me at firft, notwithitanding I 
had no Doubt about the Author; becaufe, as I have been 
a conftant Reader of the Differtation on Parties, thefe 
new Doctrines naturally brought to my Mind thofe Fun- 
damentals of Government laid down by this /Vriter, by 
which I always thought the Friends of the Governmenp 
were juftified in thefe Interrogations. 

For the Satisfaction of my Readers, I hall fet the whole 
in one diftinguifhed View, and determine the Queftion, 
whether it will be always trifling and foolifh to ask if the 
Laws have been violated?

“ edly or weakly, either by obtaining aew Laws, which 
<< want this Conformity, or by perverting o/d cmes which 
<< had it; and when this is done without Law, or in open 
<< Violation of the Laws, we term it a tyrannical Go- 
vernment. . 

Thefe are the Differtator’s own Definitions, and Diftin. 
Gtions of Conffitution and Government, and as he has long 
been the Grand Accufer of the Britifh Government, I now 
appeal to the World, whether it was trifling and foolith 
for the Friends of it, to ask fuch Sueffions as could not be 
anfwered directly and plainly without ranking the Govern- 


- ment under its proper Denomination of Good or Bad ; and 


whether this is not manifeftly the Caufe why our Author 
will not anfwer them, why he evades them, and calls them 
foolith @ucfions ; for was it not natural for the Friends of 
Liberty to ask him if there was any Conformity, any Simi- 
litude between his own Definition of a bad Governmeat?, 
and the prefent Government ? Was it not neceffary for 
them to ask him, if there had been any Violation of the 
Conftitution? If any Power had been exercifed againtft 
Law, or without Law ? If any 2ew Laws-had been enact- 
ed tothe Prejudice of Liberty, or any o/d Ones perverted 
to its Detriment ? If the Government had been adminitter’d 
on other Principles, and to other Ends than the Conftitu- 
tion ordained ? | 

Such therefore have been the Queftions we have asked, 
and our Conduct has been confonant to his own Doctrines, 
as well as founded on a Conviction, that fo long as the 
Laws which conftitute our Liberties thall remain fecure 
and unviolated, fo long our Liberties will alfo remain fe- 
cure and inviolate, and if thefe Laws thal] be immortal, 
our Liberties will be immortal with them ; that they may 
be fo, that the Libertres of Great Britain may be immortal, 
will be the Prayer of every honeft Ariten; but let not this 
Foundation of /¥iigei/m, this firfh Principle ot Liberty, be 
proftiteted to the Defiruction of that Caufe, in which 
alone it can live, and move, and have its Being, the Pro- 
tePant Succeffion. Letnot the People be taught fuch abfurd 
falerences, as that they muf oppofe, and refift every 
Prince, 
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Prince, who is the Protector and Guardian of their Rights, 
becaufe they may refift any who is the Subverter and De- 


ftroyer of them.

onthe skilful Performance of the Actor, 

I thall therefore take the Liberty, in this Days Paper, 
without Offence to the Fair Sex, to prompt that aipiring 
Genius, who has lately introduced this Cuftom on the Stage, 
and crufh it in it’s Intancy.

Orders were fent fome Time fince to Cadiz, for the 
Departure of the Flotilla for Vera Crug in July nexts 
but, ‘tis faid, the Council of Commerce of that Citys 
have reprefented to his Catholick Majefty, that there ' 
ftill an immenfe Quantity of European Merchandize 10 
America, which have funk the Price almoft to Nothing; © 
and Sefought him todefer the Departure of that Fleet for 
a Year longer. 


Tt is rumoured that there is a great Mifunderftanding 
rifen between the Courts of Spain and Portugal. 
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The Garrifon at Gibra/tar complain of having been 
fadly fupply’d with frefh Provifions, fince the Trou- 
bles broke out in Barbary ; infomuch that they have 
hardly any Poultry brought thither, and fo very few 
live Cattle, that a Sheep has been fold for four Pounds 


Sterling. 


RoME end ITALY. 


HE Marfhal de Broglio having received Advice, that 
a Party of the Jmperialiffs had advanced towards 
Buenporto, {ent a Detachment of the Garrifon of Cremona, 
under the Command of M. de Douffet, Commandant, and 
went himfelf within three Miles of the Place where the 
Enemy had entered, and fortified themfelves in a Caffine. 
M. de Douffet attacked them there, but having loft ten or 
twelve Men, and four Officers, befides having about twenty 
wounded, he judged it proper to acquaint the Marfhal 
with it, who ordered him:to retire, not being ftrong 
enough to fubdue them. A thoufand Germans pafled the 
Oglio the 2d Inftant, at one Place, and five hundred at 
another, but adyanced very little, and repaffed it imme- 
diately ; however thefe Motions fatigue the A//ies inex- 
prefliuly, as they are obliged to be almoft always under 
Arms. It is faid that Guafalla has narrowly miffed of 
being furprized..... | 
The Cardinal fobs Baptift Spinola, Legate of Bologna, 
difpatched lately a Perfon of Diftinction to General /Va/- 
és, anda Courier to the Court of Vienna, to reprefent to 
them the Impoffibility of that State’s complying with the 
Demand of the Jmperial General, to receive fixteen thou- 
fand Germans that had advanced to the Frontiers of that 
Dutchy, efpecially as the Freach have likewife demanded 
Provifions and Forage for eighteen thoufand Men. This 
Remonftrance, however, has had but little Effect, any 
more than the good Advice given tothe Troops that pre- 
fented themfelves. Preaching to Men both buagry and 
armed, not to eat, will always be found a very infipid En- 
tertainment, and fuch.as few craving Stomachs will di- 
geft, and accordingly fo it proved in the prefent Cafe : 
For the Legate of Bologna received Advice foon 2fter, 
that the Germans had entered that State by Force, and 
committed therein many Hoftilities, eating and all 
before 
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before them where-ever they came, and carrying off all 
the Cattle, Corn and Wine they could lay their Hands on, 
without having the Fear of his Holine/s before their Eyes, 
The Boloeneze indeed fent to apprize the French thereof, 
that they might come and deftroy their common Enemy ; 
but it happened not to be in Time, the Germans retiring 
before thofe Succours arrived. he 

Two Couriers who came. lately to Rome from Por. 
tugal, have occafioned abundance of Speculations amongtt 
the Politicians of that Place. They arrived in a Poft. 
Chaife, and alighted at a Publick-Houfe without the
